Motion for Reconsideration 
of Mae$or’s Revenue 
Raising Proposal Loses 
by Vote of 16 to 13. 


NEW PLAN TO RAISE 
FUNDS INTRODUCED 


Democratic Floor Leader 
Presents Bill to Increase 
Ad Valorem Levy on 
Stocks of Goods. 


The Board of Aldermen this aft- 
ernoon killed the gallonage tax pro- 
posal for raising revenue from beer 
and other liquor made here for sale 
in the city, or imported. It voted 
down the gallonage tax clause of 
the liquor control ordinance by 16 
to 18, or one more adverse vote than 
in last Friday's test, when the vote 
was 15—l4. 

All the 13 Republican Aldermen 


voted against reconsideration of the 
tax today, including Alderman Otto, 


Three Dem ts, Brown, Slay and 
Hennerich, voted against the tax, 
as they did last week. When a 
substitute clause, with the tax 1 
cent instead of 2 cents a gallon on 
beer, and half the previous rate on 
other liquors, was offered, it was 
voted down by the same 16-13 vote. 
An amendment added to the Dill 
today fixed a fee of $1500 for man- 
ufacturers of all classes of liquor 
here. This was adopted by a vote 
of 28 to 1, Alderman Lange voting 
against it. 
Ad Valorem Tax Increase. 

After the gallonage tax, on which 
Mayor Dickmann has insisted as a 
revenue measure, was seen to be 
hopelessly beaten, Alderman Cul- 
lins, Democratic floor leader, intro- 
duced a bill to increase the ad va- 
lorem tax on merchants’ and man- 
ufacturers’ stocks, from the present 
rate of 28 cents on $100 valuation 
to 67 cents. This, it was stated, 
would add about $450,000 a year to 
the city’s license tax revenue. 

The proposal was a substitute for 
the gallonage tax, for the benefit 
of the bond interest and sinking 
fund charge. It was apparently put 
forward instead of a proposed in- 
crease in the manufacturers’ and 
merchants’ sales tax, which has 
been under discussion. 


the gallonage tax, was laid over un- 
til Friday’s meeting, when its 
passage is expected. 

In the discussion of the gallonage 
tax today, Alderman Golden told 
the Republican members that their 
party had been condemned by the 
public for its attitude on the liquor 
question, and he added the predic- 
tion that the Republican Aldermen 
would be voted out a year hence, 
for their “disregard of the small 
taxpayer's rights.” Alderman 
Brown, defending his vote against 
the tax, said he would like to raise 
the tax on real estate agents to 
$1000. The license tax on realty 
dealers was reduced recently from 
$50 to $25, having been doubled for 
a time as an/emergency relief 
measure. 

Any Size Package Legal. 

The bill was amended in the sec- 


tion relating to the size of original 


packages of liquor. This had been 
reduced by amendments from 16 
to 12 ounces, then .to eight ounces, 
and today was made to provide for 
any size in which «manufacturers 
put up liquor. 

Another possible expedient dis- 
cussed has been to place an inspec- 
tion tax on places selling 3.2 per 
cent beer. Under the State 3.2 law,

Story of the Fierce Storm. 


The story of the fierce storm 
which capsized the Tomozuru was 
related by officers of the Tomo- 
zuru’'s sister ships, the Manazuru 
and the Chidori. 

They told how the three vessels 
participated in maneuvers off the 
Sasebo base starting at 1 a. m. 
Monday. Soon the storm rose. 
Winds lashed huge waves clear 
across the decks. Many deck fix- 
tures were carried overboard. The 
Manazuru and Chidori, however, es- 
caped with little damage. 

Admiral Mineo Osumi, Minister 
of the Navy, told the House of Rep- 
resentatives: “We are going to find 
the causes and insure against repe- 
titions of this grievous disaster.” 
He told the legislators he was mys- 
tified by the tragedy since the To- 
mozuru was supposed to becon- 
structed in such a way that it could 
not capsize.

SANDINO, WHEN SLAIN, ENGAGED 
TO WED HER, WOMAN POET SAYS 


Carmencita Sobalvaparte, Wearing 
Mourning for Nicaraguan Lead- 
er, Makes Letters Public.

MANAGUA, March 13.—Gen. Au- 


gusto Cesar Sandino, murdered 
Nicaraguan leader, was engaged to 
be married at the time he and three 
aids were kidnaped by National 


Guards and shot to death the night 
of Feb. 21. The crime is officially 
listed as “unsolved,” and Sandino’s 
body has not been found. 

Carmencita Sobalvaparte, a wom- 
an poet from the Segovias of Nica- 
ragua, is wearing -mourning for San- 
dino, to whom she was engaged, 
and has made public parts of cer- 
tain letters which passed between 
her and Sandino. 

In a letter written to Sandino 
only four days before his assassina- 
tion, she said: “Your mission as a 
warrior ends with the disarming of 
your men. You should withdraw 
from loca] politics, as the presiden- 
cy cannot be of interest to you.” 
She suggested that he go immedi- 
ately to Spain or South America. 

To this, Sandino wrote in reply: 
“Your letters reflect your good 
heart and the pure sentiments of 
your soul. You are certainly right 
and I accept with pleasure your 
loving advice. But life is rough and 
insincere, particularly with men 
who call themselves politicians—or, 
better said, those who occupy offi- 
cial positions of importance.”

CALLS CALDWELL & CO, DEAL 
‘FRENZIED FINANCE AT WORST’ 


Judge Comments in Reversing Mis- 
souri State Life Judgment 
on Bank Notes. 
By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 13.—-The 
operations of Rogers Caldwell, 
Nashville, Tenn., broker and pro- 
moter, were called “frenzied finance 
at its boldest and most reckless 
worst” by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals here today. 

Judge Charles C. Simons of the 
court applied the terms in passing 
on the appeal of A. M. Anderson, 
receiver for the National Bank of 
Kentucky, Louisville, Ky., against 
the Missouri State Life Insurance 
Co. of St. Louis. The opinion re- 
versed a lower court. judgment in 
favor of the insurance company, 
and ordered retrial. 

The insurance company had 
sought to enforce payment of a 67 
per cent dividend upon two certifi- 
cates of deposit for $25,000 each. 

Judge Simons said he found hat 
the Missouri Life Insurance and the 
Associated Life Imsurance Co. were 
controlied by Caldwell. Through 
his brokerage house, the Court 
held, the Bank of Kentucky ex- 
changed the two certificates of de- 
posit given to it by the Associated 
Life as security for a loan, for new 
certificates in the same amounts to 
the Missouri State Life, which had 
purchased the original certificates 
from Caldwell through Caldwell & 
Co. The Court held the exchange 
was predicated on Caldwell’s assur- 
ance that the certificates would not 
be cashed until and when the note 
of the Associated Life was paid. 
Ruling the bank was justified in 
accepting Caldwell’s verbal assur- 
ance, the Court held that a lower 
court had erred in holding that the 
Missouri State Life was not bound 
by an agreement of Associated Life 
concerning cashing of the certifi- 
cates.

“Overtures have been made to the

Sayre said that under normal 
conditions the United States exporit- 
ed 10 to N per cent of its prod- 
ucts, but that in recent years the 
“United States’ share of world trade 
is decreasing, while that of other 
countries is increasing.”

ON OTHER BILL 
Special Rule Sought by 
Democratic Leaders to 
Permit Conference on 
Veterans’ Allowances. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, March 13.—Dem- 


ocratic Senate leaders expressed 
confidence today that the $2,200,- 
000,000 bonus bill passed by the 
House yesterday would be killed in 
the Senate. The House passed the 
measure by a vote of 295 to 125. 

The President has said he will 
veto it if it reaches him. 


Backers of the bill, which calls 
for new currency to pay the for- 
mer soldiers, said the Senate would 
approve it. 

The Other Veterans’ Bill. 
Parliamentary procedure was re- 
sorted to today by House Demo- 
cratic leaders in an effort to ease 
the way toward an agreement on 
increased veterans’ allowances. 
They decided to ask for a special 
rule to send the controverted leg- 
islation to conference with a Sen- 
ate committee to work out an ad- 
justment of differences. 

The Senate added $354,000,000 for 
veterans’ allowances and Govern- 
ment workers’ pay te the independ- 
ent offices appropriation bill. The 
administration contends this wrecks 
its economy program. 

The new procedure, decided on 
after the leaders failed to obtain 
unanimous consent to get the meas- 
ure to conference, is likely to de- 
lay action in the House until to 
morrow. 

The decision was made at a meet- 
ing of the House Appropriations 
Committee after conferences with 
Representative Byrns of Tennes- 
see, the Democratic leader. 

The Democrats bound themselves 
in caucus last night to support the 
move of Representative Woodrum 
(Dem.), Virginia, to get the bill to 
conference without instructions, 
but with the understanding that 
any compromise reached be sub- 
mitted to another party caucus be- 
fore it is taken into the House. 

President Roosevelt has told 
Democratic leaders if the House 
approves the Senate amendments 
he would veto the bill. 

Bonus Twice Beaten. 

As for the bonus, Senate leaders 
pointed out that it had twice been 
defeated in that branch this ses- 
sion, once by a voice vote and later 
by 64 to 24. 

The bill was reintroduced late 

yesterday by Senator Long (Dem.), 
Louisiana, who said it could muster 
probably double its last strength if 
it stood on its own merit and not 
as a rider to another measure. 
. Democratic chiefs conceded the 
Patman or Long bills would gain 
some votes if tested out now; but 
gave President Roosevelt’s pro- 
nounced stand against the legisla- 
tion at this time as the reason they 
thought it could not pass. 

Leader Robinson of Arkansas 

said the measure would never get 
through the Senate, as did Chair- 
man Harrison of the Finance Com- 
mittee, 
The House vote on the bonus 
measure was sufficient to override 
a presidential veto, but many mem- 
bers who voted for cash payment, 
it is thought, would change after 
Mr. Roosevelt formally disapproved 
the bill. ‘ 

Party Lineup on Bill. 

On final passage, 231 Democrats 
were joined by 59 Republican and 
five Farmer-Laborites for the 
measure, with 74 Democrats and 51 
Republicans voting against. 
Much of the debate dn the House 
circled about the manner in which 
the bonus would be paid. It calls 
for issuance of United States notes 
of small denominations which 
would be circulated as currency. 
“This bill does not cost the tax- 
payer an additional cent; it doesn’t 
unbalance the budget,” argued Vin- 
son of Georgia, a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee.

rel respectively, were five times the

exist in other cities. The other 
taxes which the breweries must pay 
were recited, with the statement 
that the city gallonage tax, if en- 
acted, would be the tenth special 
tax 


Increases in the tax levies on 
beer, as compared with the pre- 
prohibition period, have been much 
greater than the increases made on 
whisky, the brewers said. Includ- 
ing the proposed gallonage tax, it 
was stated, the increase in taxes on 
whisky would be 170 per cent over 
the pre-prohibition period, and on 
beer 562 per cent. 

“This is an unwise policy from 

a temperance point of view, as well 
as ruinous to the beer industry,” 
the brewers said. A comparison of 
beer sales in 1916 and 1933 was 
made. .the purport of this compari- 
son was that in 1916, with sale of 
beer legal in 17 states, 50,000,000 
barrels of beer were sold in 9 
months, and in 1933, with beer legal- 
ized in 45 states sales were only 
20,250,000 barrzls. 
“Make beer taxes reasonable,” 
the brewers asked. “Keep politics 
out of the brewing industry, and 
there will be no trouble in keeping 
the brewing industry out of -poli- 
tics.”

ADVERTISING TAX OPINION 


State Attorney-General’s Office 


Would Exempt Most Magazines. 
By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 13.— 


Magazine advertising, except in 
special cases, would not come un- 
der the provisions of the ,.%4 per 
cent state sales tax, the Attorney- 
General's office has ruled. 

The opinion, which was written 
by Gilbert Lamb, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, for State Auditor For- 
rest Smith, pointed out that maga- 
zine advertising differed from 
newspaper advertising, which is 
taxable. “In our opinion,” the rul- 
ing concluded, “the. advertising 
contained in a periodical or maga- 
zine, as above defined, and where 
the magazine carries no element of 
what is generally known as news on 
any subject would not be news- 
paper advertising within the mean- 
ing of the Missouri occupation tax 
law. “It will, of course, be neces- 
sary for you to apply the facts in 
each particular case to the fore- 
going definition of a magazine or 
periodical in order for you to de 
termine whether return should be 
made of the receipts for such ad- 
vertising.”

DRASTICALLY LIMITS

Holds Companies, Ordered 

to Cease-and-Desist; May 

Escape by Setting Up 

New Corporation. —

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Jus- 
tice Owen J. Roberts, who wrote 
the majority opinion in the 5-to-4 
Supreme Court decision’ in the cel- 
ebrated New York milk price-fixing 


case, left the so-called “liberal” 
group yesterday and wrote anoth- 
er majority opinion in a 5-to-4 deci- 
sion which drastically limited the 
powers of the Federal Trade Com 
mission under the Clayton anti- 
trust. act. 

In the milk decision, Justice 
Roberts was aligned with Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes and Justices Brandeis, 
Stone and Cardozo. In the decision 
yesterday he wrote the opinion 
which was ‘concurred in by Jus- 
tices Van Devanter, McReynolds 
Sutherland and Butler, the four who 
dissented in the milk case, and also 
the equally celebrated Minnesota 
mortgage moratorium case, 

The opinions yesterday’ involved 
a “strict” and a “liberal” construc- 
tion of section 7 of the Clayton 
act. ._Justice Roberts, speaking for 
the majority, held that a strict con 
struction of this section was ob- 
ligatory and that the Federal Trade 
Commission had exceeded its 
powers when it issued a “cease-and- 
desist” order against the Arrow- 
Hart & Hegeman Electric Co. a 
holding company that “had been 
formed while its predecessoy was in 
litigation before the commission. 

Justice Stone’s Dissent. 

Justice Stone, spéaking for the 
minority, held that:the commission 
was authorized to issue the order}. 
against the newly formed holding 
company because it was, in effect, 
the same company in litigation be- 
fore the/commission. 

The first holding company was 
Arrow-Hart- & Hegeman, Inc., 
which was a consolidation of two 
Connecticut corporations, the Ar- 
row Electric Co. and the Hart & 
Hegeman Co., both manufacturers 
of electric wiring devices. The com- 
mission, in March, 1928, issued a 
complaint against the first holding 
company, charging that holding 
and voting of the common shares 
of the two operating companies 
might substantially lessen compe- 
tition, restrain trade and create a 
monopoly. While this litigation was 
pending the second holding com- 
pany was formed by a transfer of} 
stock. The commission held that 
this was in violation of its first 
complaint, and its findings were 
upheld by the Second Federal Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals. The . ma- 
jority opinion reversed the deci- 
sion of the lower court. 

Justice Roberts’ Opinion. 

“In the present case,” Justice 
Roberts wrote, “the stock which 
had been acquired contrary to the 
act (the Clayton Act) was no long- 
er owned by the holding company

Figures showing that 20 to 55 per 
cent of various types of cancer had 


X-rays were presented in an ad- 
dress for laymen on “What Every- 
one Should Know About Cancer,” 
by Dr. George Gellhorn today at 


free clinic where the patients of 
St. Louis physicians had the benefit 
of consultation with members of the 
staff of Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital.’ The day’s pro- 
gram by the Barnard Hospital 
staff, to conclude with a scientific 
session at the society tonight, was 
one of 31 sponsored in the 31 coun- 
cillor districts of Missouri State 
tion's cancer committee and :om- 
mittee on postgraduate course. 

“The figures showed that in can- 
cer of the stomach, 20 out of every 
100; in cancer of the worm, 25; in 
cancer of the rectum, 55 per cent 
were made well again,” said Dr, 
Gellhorn. 

The Time Element. 

“The reason why the patients 
were not cured in every instance 
lay in the fact that they had waited 
too long before consulting their 
doctors. Those who were cured, 
with practically no exception, had 
cancer only for a comparatively 
short time. In other words, the 
sooner proper treatment is iusti- 
tuted in cancer, the better are the 
final results. To give but one illus- 
tration, in breast cancer, 70 per cent 
of the patients can be cured if the 
operation is performed in the early 
stages of the disease, and only 4 
per cent if the patient has delayed 
applying for treatment.” 

Dr. Gellhorn gave simple means 
recognizing early “danger signals” 
of cancer, and, since they might 
pass undetected hy a layman, he 
advised periodical examinations by 
a physician. Generally cancer oc- 
curred in persons past middle age, 
he said, but even children were 
subject to some forms of it. 

He said that cancer is not con- 
tagious; not hereditary in man, al- 
though it may be im: laboratory 
mice; “nothing disgraceful,” al- 
though “it is not so long since many 
people were ashamed to admit the 
existence of that affliction, and for 
that reason hesitated to call in 
medical aid;” and, although cancer 
is increasing in most of the world, 
it “is not at all the hopeless disease 
which it was only a few years 
ago.” : 

Three Ways of Treatment. 

“There are three methods of 
treatment—and only these three— 
surgical operation, radium and X- 
rays,” he said~ “Each of these 
methods is suitable only for a defi- 
nite kind of a case, and sometimes 
it is well to use them in combina- 
tion. No two cases are alike, and 
only an experienced physician can 
tell which of the three methods 
would be best suited in a given 
case. : 
“Under no circumstances is it 
wise to select for the treatment a 
medical or non-medical person who 
claims to possess a secret cure for 
cancer.” 

Remarking that many people still 
believed cancer was “a _ crab-like 
animal with claws and teeth,” he 
explained that, to understand can- 
cer, one must know that the ody 
was made up of “untold billions” 
of various kinds of cells, just as a 
wall is made up of bricks, and, 
“under normal conditions, all cells 
live in-a well ordered arrangement, 
no cel] encroaching on another and 
mo group or variety of celis grow- 
‘ing in excess of any other and 
thereby disturbing the harmony of. 
the whole.

GENERALS TELL - 
OF HANDICAPS OF 
ARMY FLYERS 


WASHINGTON; March 13.—Four 
army Generals told at a Senate Ap- 
propriations Subcommittee secret 
hearing yesterday their “inside 
story” of efforts by the military 
service to fly the air mail. Thirty 
minutes after they had finished, 
transcripts of their testimony were 
on their way to the White House. 

‘The four were Gen. MacArthur, 
Chief of Staff; Major-General 
Drum, his assistant; Major-General 
Foulois, Chief of the Army Air 
Corps, and Brigadier-General West- 
over, in charge of the army air 
mail flying. 

All said their first knowledge 
that transfer of air mail service 
had been made came from news 


paper men after President Roose- 


velt’s public statement Feb. 9. 

.Foulois said he told Second As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Branch, 
a few hours before the cancellation 
of commercial air mail contracts, 
that he thought the army could 
handle the task successfully. 

A committee member quoted Fou- 
lois as saying: “I said what any 
soldier would say under the circum- 
seances—that, of course, we would 
take the job and that I thought we 
could handle it.” 

With this testimony came a story 
of terrific handicaps faced by army 
pilots. MacArthur told the sub- 
committee small planes had to be 
used in many cases. These held 
so -little mail that at times six 
planes had to be sent into the air 
to carry mail normally taken by 
one transport plane. 

The Chief of Staff said this meant 
there were six times as many 
chances for accident as would have 
been the case with -private com- 


panies.

DANUBIAN ECONOMIC PARLEY 
OPENS TOMORROW IN ROME 


Austrian and Hungarian Premiers 
Confer With Mussolini on 
Aid for Two Countries. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, March 13.—Talks expect- 
ed to have a vital bearing on the 
future of Central Europe began to- 
day. Tomorrow they will develop 
into a Danubian conference in 
which leaders of Austria and Hun- 
gary and Premier Mussolini will 
discuss their problems. 

Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss of 
Austria sped toward Rome by train. 
Hungary’s Premier, Julius Goem- 
boes, already here, filled his brief 
case with Magyar trade statistics 
in preparation for a meeting with 
Mussolini.

The petition was 
filed by Mayor R. J. Lowe and 
members of the Board of Aldermen 
of Blue Springs, a city of the fourth 
class. 

An application by Blue Springs 
for a loan of $80,000 and an out- 
right grant for $24,000 of PWA 
funds for construction of the water 
works was approved Jan. 19 by the 
PWA State Advisory Board in St. 
Louis. Last Thursday the Blue 
Springs Boaré of Aldermen passed 
an ordinance authorizing the issu-

In 
the‘halcyon days of the boom, when all the streams 
of his multitudinous activities were pouring gold into 
his coffers, Wiggin organized several “family corpo- 
rations” to avoid paying the Government -the tax 
justly due on his fantastic income. The man incor- 
porated his family to cheat Uncle Sam. By his own 
stammering admissions, Wiggin was a law-breaking 
deadbeat. | 

John Pierpont Morgan, looking and talking like 
a burly British squire, seemed to have remained 
within the letter of the law. So be it. But the Amer- 
ican people will not forget that Mr. Morgan paid an 
income tax to the British Government in the failing 
years, showing, through the art of accountancy, that 
he owed no penny (or farthing, shall we say?) to the 
Government at Washington. Lamont told his evasion. 
So did Dillon. 

The truth is that the devices, subterfuges, trick- 
eries and flagrant dishonesty by which men of wealth 
have violated the income tax law and defrauded their 
country, not only in fair weather but in -days of 
bitter need, have made the income tax law a hissing 
and a by-word. 

Andrew W. Mellon has made his appeal to the pub 
lic. He gives himself a clean bill. He declares that, 
in preparing his returns, he has resolved every doubt 
in the Government’s favor. He complains of the At- 
torney-General’s discourtesy and injustice. His litany 
concludes with a sigh of relief that he is to be de 
livered finally from the tyranny of politics, that his 
affairs are to be brought into court, where he confi- 
dently expects justice. He expects justice also from 
the fair-mindedness of the American people. 

He will not be disappointed. Justice will be done 
him. And let us hope, for many reasons and particu- 
larly for the reason of the great office he so long 
occupied, that his accounts with the Government, 
after legal scrutiny, will be adjudged as punctilious- 
ly fine as he has protrayed them. But no eminence, 
political or financial, can be actepted today, in the 
garish light of senatorial revelation, as a defense 
against the charge of having “doctored” income tax 
returns in the measure of grand larceny. For bank- 
ers of prestige equal to, or greater than, that of 


‘Banker Mellon of Pittsburgh have stooped to chican- 


ery and all manner of perjury, in plundering the 
Government. 

The income tax law, manifestly, must be clarified. 
It must be rewritten in vital particulars, so that all 
citizens shall pay their honest quota. That and that 
only should be the objective of the prosecution the 
Department of Justice proposes to undertake. 

It should be prosecution. It must not be persecu- 
tion of Mr. Mellon, nor of anyone else. There must 
be no partisanship, only justice. 

Congress is now rewriting the income tax law, and 
it must be assumed that the pending legal action 
will aid the Government in drafting a law, fair, 
square, enforceable, with prompt discovery and pun- 
ishment of the chiselers, however big they be. 

“Politics of the crudest sort,” is Mr. Mellon’s char- 
acterization of the Attorney-General’s intended action. 
Politics is literally and precisely what it must not 
be. In that pre-judgment, Mr. Mellon must be proved 
wrong. * 
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THE BUDD ELECTION. 

Administrator Johnson could not do other than 
ignore the election held last week at the Edward G. 

udd Co. in Philadelphia. That vote was arranged 
without the co-operation of the NRA officials, and 
could hardly be interpreted as anything but an at- 
tempt to head off a referendum conducted under 
disinterested auspices. Certainly the outcome was no 
fair gauge of the sentiment of the employes as to 
the desirability of organization under a company 
union, inasmuch as the 800 discharged strikers were 
not allowed to vote. It is to be hoped that the 
Budd ‘company will see its mistake and join with 
the NRA in providing for a second election in which 
there will be no suggestion of intimidation or com- 
pulsion of any sort. The road on which the Budd 
company has set out is fraught with the gravest of 
dangers to the whole recovery program. Sober sec 
ond thought will surely make it plain to its owners 
that they cannot afford to continue such a course.

Many foster homes 
are overcrowded; grants in some cases are too small 
to provide enough clothing and food; supervision has 
falien short because of the great burden on the small 
staff of visitors; a long waiting list of needy chil 
dren has piled up; records are-in chaotic condition; 
many children now live in conditions as bad as those 
which caused them to be removed from their own 
families. James EB. King, chairman of the board's 


executive committee, says: 


We have reached the end of our rope. We can- 
not accept additional children, and we can’t con- 
tinue to neglect the children who are in our care. | 
The time has passed for half-way measures. Ade- 
quate provision must be made for the Board of 
Children’s Guardians, or it might as well be dis- 
banded. 


Because the appropriation of $265,000 for this year 
has proved far too small, the board fs asking for 
$472,542 for the ensuing year. It seems a large in- 
crease, but it is money that will be spent in dis- 
charging society’s obligation to its helpless, dependent 
children. Private charities are overtaxed ‘as well, 
and there can be no passing. of the buck to them. 
Only the alternatives of permitting children to suffer 
or to make more adequate provision for them con- 
front the city. | 

Virtually every department, of course, makes larger 
claims on the city budget than its previous portion. 
But here is a need that deals with maintaining life 
itself, with giving a chance to our future citizens. It 
would be wiser to pare other city functions than to 
allow the present conditions among these children to 
continue. We hope the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment and the Aldermen will ‘grant the re 
quest, to aid the most helpless and pathetic group of 
all the city’s charges.

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POSTOFFICE WAGE-SLASHING. 
While Mr. Roosevelt and Gen. Johnson renew their 


crease wages and hire more workers, the Postoffice 
Department continues its policy of going in the exact- 
ly opposite direction. In addition to the 15 per cent 
pay .reduction and other restrictions now in effect, 
further furloughs, discontinuance of vacation®& and 
reductions of city deliveries have just been ordered, 
and Postmaster-General Farley has recommended pay 
cuts for rural] carriers totaling $11,000,000 a year. If 
the Postoffice Department were a private corpora- 
tion, an outcry of “Chiseler!” would rend the 
heavens. It is rather ironic now to hear Mr. Farley 
acclaiming the achievements of the New Deal as a 
“new order of social justice.” 

No one can quarrel with Government economies 
that reduce waste and curtail needless services. How- 
ever, the postoffice economies lower the employes’ 
living standards, inconvenience the public and add 
to the public relief burden. An organization of postal 
workers has just charged that $80,000,000 of the 
$100,000,000 savings in that department in the last 
fiscal year came at the workers’ expense. The Gov- 
ernment should set an example for private employers, 
and we hope to see a reversal of the Postoffice De- 
partment’s drastic wage-slashing policy. 
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PUBLIC FUNDS AND PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS. 

The Ohio Legislature has followed the course of 
wisdom in rejecting a bill which would have appro- 
priated State money for the benefit of parochial 
schools. The Founding Fathers properly decreed that 
state and church should be separate in this country, 
and the parochial school is an important part of cer- 
tain of our church systems. 

Public schools are tax-supported because they are 
open to the children of the public. Church affiliation 
is no requirement of those who attend them. On the 
other hand, a church school is the concern of a 
church, and its upkeep is, therefore, a matter for 
which the church’s adherents are responsible. Under 
the wise and traditional American plan, they are free 
to have such schools if they want them; but they 
are not justified in asking for public support. In- 
deed, this. was the attitude of the Ohio Lutherans, 


— — 


Church considers the maintenance of such schools 
the concern of the church alone.” 

This, of course, is not to minimize the work of 
parochial schools. No one knows better than public 
school officials how much more the public schools 
would have to do if there were no church schools. 
Doubtless, this will be brought out at the Catholic Ed- 
ucational Symposium now being held in St. Louis in 
the interests of the 40,000 students who attend the 
111 Catholic schools in St. Louis and the county. The 
fortunes of these schools have become a matter of deep 
concern during the depression, and to preserve such 
a vast educational facility is going to take the united 
strength of all those who support it. It is an effort 
which will enjoy the: best wishes of the community. 
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CENSORSHIP OF CHICAGO MOVIES. 

Everyone knows by this time that there were riots 
in Vienna three weeks ago, but Chicagoans are such 
inflammable persons that it would be dangerous to 
let them see pictures of the disturbances on the movie 
screens. Such is the reasoning of Mayor Kelly, who 
has barred the showing of these scenes in Chicago 
theaters, because, says he, they “might incite Chicago 
Communists to riot.” Here is censorship with a zeal 
worthy of a better cause. The next step, we suppose, 
will be to remove.from school texts all pictures of 
the storming of the Bastille, of the Boston tea party 
and John Brown’s raid on Harper’s Ferry. Did riots 
in Chicago follow the showing of news reels about 
the Cuban outbreak a few months ago? Not that any-

goal of NRA, cannot conceivably be done 
by blanket rulings, town meetings, Blue 
Eagle campaigns and mass propaganda.

The past year’s experience seems to me 
to have shown with considerable definite 
ness that monetary management, in the 
broadest sense, has induced recovery, and 
that public control, through AAA and NRA, 
has contributed little to recovery, though it 
may and probably will contribute greatly to 
economic reconstruction. 

Monetary management has comprised the 
external revaluation of the dollar and the 
pumping out of inflationary expenditure to 
farmers and the unemployed, to bank de- 
positors and to debtors on mortgages. These 
measures have tended to correct the distor- 
tion of the price structure, raising prices 
that most needed to be raised, putting 
money in the hands of those who would 


spend it most quickly, exerting «pressure .. 


upon hoarders and upon those seeking to 

keep their funds liquid and. out of use. 
There can be little doubt that these mea- 

sures as a whole, taken at a time when the 


natural: forces for recovery wére favorable, .

T is not too much to say that the first

URING recent years much at- 
tention has been paid to the 
problem of heart disease. 


Popular education has aroused 
much interest in such conditions as 
rheumatic heart disease, valvular 
disease, myocarditis, arterioscle- 
rosis and coronary thrombosis. 
This latter condition is particularly 
puzzling, 

Coronary thrombosis is a disease 
which .is caused by the sudden 
blockage «2 some portion of the 
arterial system of the heart. 


The heart is not fed directly from 
the blood which it circulates. It 
has, on the contrary, a system of 
blood vessels which penetrate its 
musculature. The principal’ 
these vessels of the heart are 
called the coronary arteries. 

The term thrombus means a 
plug. Hence, ¢oronary thrombosis 
means a plugging up of the coron- 
ary arteries. Such plugging of the 
artery interferes with the flow of 
blood to some portion of the heart 
muscle, with the result that, if the 
blockage is complete, some portion 
of.the heart muscles dies. 

If only a small pogtion of the 
heart is affected, the destroyed 
muscle tissue may be replaced by 
scar tissue and the heart may carry 
on without much impairment. 

Coronary thrombosis is relatively 
rare under 40 years old and is 
much more likely to occur in those 
over 50. Arteriosclerosis or hard- 
ening of the arteries is the prin- 
cipal predisposing cause of coron- 
ary thrombosis. There also ap- 
pears to be some element of fami- 
lial tendency. Quite commonly as- 
sociated with arteriosclerosis is of 
course, high blood pressure. 

The disease is usually developed 
acutely, suddenly. Sharp pain is 
the outstanding symptom, the pain 
being referred to the chest in the 
region of the heart, under the 
breast. bone, across ‘the shoulders 
and down the left arm.

Y all odds the newest and most 
striking home in Hollywood is 
that done by William Haines for 
Carole Lombard. Going on _ the 
theory that a film star has a very 
definite individuality which may be 
interpreted by her surroundings, 
Haines has created interiors which 
provide an effective frame for Miss 
Lombard’s vivid and distinctive per- 
sonality. 


The house, throughout, is done in 
a modern interpretation of classical 
themes, in a highly stylized manner. 
Many of the pieces of furniture 
have been specially made, being 
modern adaptations of pure Greek 
designs, while the others are of 
English neo-classic origin, which 
blends perfectly with this style. 

It is hard to say which room is 
most unusual, but certainly the liv- 
ing room is completely individual. 
Done in five tones of blue, which is 
Miss Lombard’s favorite color, most 
of the materials in the room were 
used on the wrong side to achieve 
the unusual shades. The lightest 
tone is the gray blue used for walls 
and Venetian blinds while the deep- 
est is a cobalt blue, seen in the car- 
pet and the swag valances of velvet. 


used on the wrong side, are Empire 
blue, a shade lighter than the vel- 
vet valance material which is used 
to line them. 


At one side of the very simple, 
whitewashed brick fireplace with 
plain mirror above, is a tremendous 
modern Empire sofa upholstered in 
a linen velour in the same tone as 
the walls. Opposite the couch is an 
interesting corner chair covered in 
the same material.and bound in to- 
mato red fringe. A tiny slipper 
chair, placed to one side, is done 
in a tie silk fabric in tones of gray 
blue and deep cobalt blue.

A final grouping 
is placed at the opposite end of the 
room, consisting of a very fine old 
console table finished in antique 
gold and a pair of rare Heppelwhite 
side chairs. These chairs are fin- 
ished in old white and in toma- 
to red velvet, a tone which Mr. 
Haines took from a striking coat 
that Miss Lombard was wearing 
one day. 


A most original deeor distinguish- 


es the classically designed dining | 


room. Here, white forms a perfect 
background to.the exquisite colors 
introduced in the hangings and up- 
holstery. The white walls are com- 
plemented. by the floor, which is 
completely covered in white lino- 
leum save for a narrow black band- 
ing around the edge. White, too, 
are the Venetian blinds and the 
very unusual corrugated wood val- 
ance from which hang the Empire 
green satin curtains. On top of the 
wood valance is draped a swag of 
the curtain material, effectively 
lined in white satin. 


The furniture, here too, has been 
specially designed and is made of 
the same light fruitwood as that 
used in the living room. The chairs 
are taken directly from an old 
Greek design, and are very grace- 
ful with their curved legs and 
rolled backs. Th are covered in 
salmon pink velvet with edging and 
tufting of white silk fringe.
